Council is 
to look at 
buying up 
housing 

COUNCIL bosses in Dudley 
are considering buying 
private homes from develop¬ 
ers to plug an urgent gap in 
housing to families desper¬ 
ate to downsize, due in part 
to the ‘bedroom tax’. 

They revealed there was a 
‘mismatch’ in their housing 
stock which was causing 
problems when trying to 
allocate homes. Officials 
claim the policy has created 
an ‘excessive demand’ for 
smaller properties. 

Developers 

Dudley Council’s housing 
boss, Councillor Steve 
Waltho, said they were now 
considering buying empty 
new properties that housing 
developers were struggling 
to sell. 

““Maybe there are houses 
that the council can pur¬ 
chase from developers that 
have been left over and they 
have not yet sold,” he said 

Figures reveal a total of 
2,704 households have been 
affected by the bedroom tax. 

The council says support 
has been provided for 
tenants in arrears including 
extra home visits and debt 
advice. Between April and 
September, 166 tenants 
downsized their properties 
compared with 74 during the 
same period last year. 

Rent arrears 
are soaring 

THE ‘bedroom tax’ and 
other welfare reforms have 
been blamed as rent arrears 
in Dudley have soared to 
their highest level in five 
years. 

The number of Dudley 
Council tenants falling 
behind on their rent has 
increased by 17 per cent in a 
year, councillors were told. 

Members of the author¬ 
ity’s Adult, Community and 
Housing Services Scrutiny 
Committee heard that 9,601 
tenants were in arrears in 
September compared to 
8,153 at the same time last 
year, adding up to almost 
£372,000 of debt. The com¬ 
mittee was told it was due to 
the impact of reforms such 
as the ‘bedroom tax’ and the 
introduction of a benefit cap.

SEWAGE ORDEAL 
FOR WIDOW, 78

A PENSIONER says she is ‘living a night¬ 
mare’ after returning home from hospital to 
find sewage in her garden - more than a 
year after first alerting a water company 

Sewage began seeping into Patricia Poles’ bungalow garden in 
Halesowen following a thunderstorm in May last year. The 78-year- 
old widow contacted Severn Trent Water, but the company was 
unable to solve the problem, instead taking action to regularly 
empty an over-spilling inspection chamber behind her garden. 
Patricia Poles, 78 Three months later, after Mrs Poles demanded the company stop 

the disturbance caused by the tanker visits, 
the firm cleared a storage tank in Coombs 
Road - and the sewage went away. 

However, when Mrs Poles recently 
returned from a three-week stay in hospital 
for a chest condition she found sewage had 
reappeared in her garden. 


Blind centre 
charity faces 
funding crisis 

A CHARITY that helps blind and partially- 
sighted people across the Black Country is 
trying to plug a funding black hole due to a 
drop in donations. 

The Beacon Centre for the Blind spent 
£233,068 more than it received over the past 
year. Chief executive Arwyn Jones said the 
charity was on course to deliver a balanced 
budget next year but was trying to raise 
more through donations and legacies. 

He revealed the Sedgley-based charity 
had cut nine jobs last year - almost a tenth 
of its workforce - to reduce costs. It closed a 
loss-making talking newspaper and reduced 
opening hours by half an hour. 

The charity helps 2,588 blind and par¬ 
tially sighted but it may face further chal¬ 
lenges if cash-strapped councils such as 
Dudley and Wolverhampton reduce their 
funding. The charity gets 40 per cent of its 
income through council grants. 

Other forms of fundraising income from 
donations, gifts, events and activities 
dropped last year to £198,780 from 
£245,988 the year before. The charity made 
£2,180,776 but spent £2,413,844. 

Mr Jones said: “In common with almost 
every charity, there has been a drop in per¬ 
sonal donations. We are exceptionally grate¬ 
ful to everyone who does donate. We’ve seen 
an improvement in donations left to us in 
legacies. People are remembering us in their 
wills, in many cases because we have helped 
them or a relative.” 


Apologised 


Severn Trent Water has apologised and 
pledged to find a long-term solution. 

Mrs Poles said: “I came back and every¬ 
one said there was a smell in the garden, I 
got my son to look and he could see the 
sewage everywhere. The company came 
back out and cleaned up the garden but I’m 
just waiting for the whole problem to 
return. The company needs to find a long¬ 
term solution to finally solve the issue.” 

Great-grandmother Mrs Poles said the 
tank was on land behind her garden. She 
bought the bungalow nine years ago after a 
move from Romsley following the death of 
her husband Clifford. 

She said: “When the problem first came I 
called Severn Trent Water and expected it 
fixed. But they just kept coming back. It got 
to the point where I refused to let them in, 
then they seemed to sort it. 

“Now we are back at square one and I’m 
living a nightmare.” 

Severn Trent Water spokeswoman 
Sarah-Jayne O’Kane apologised saying the 
problem was due to a sewer pipe collapse at 
the rear of the properties at Coombs Road. 

“We have done a lot of investigation over 
the last few months to work out exactly 
where the collapse is,” she said. 

“Unfortunately, the point of the collapse 
is almost inaccessible and an extremely 
tricky place to work in. Tankers are taking 
the sewage away from Coombs Road to 
further prevent anything from reaching the 
property in Badgers Croft.” 

She said the company was working on a 
permanent solution. 


Mr Albion’s memories

HE saw an FA Cup win, League Cup win, 
and witnessed the highs of promotions and 
lows of relegations as he gave decades of 
service to his beloved football club. 

Former West Bromwich Albion’s kitman 
Dave Matthews gave 51 years of his life to 
Albion, but died on April 14, aged 67, less 
than a year after he retired. 

His dying wish was for his autobiography 
Mr Albion to be published, telling fans what 
is was really like in the changing rooms at 
The Hawthorns down the years. 

Dave had battled non-Hodgkin lym¬ 
phoma and was in remission when then 
diagnosed with a rare heart condition. 

He had been dubbed Mr Albion by 
members of Baggies squads past and 
present including many of the club greats. 
Cyril Regis and Brendon Batson, along with 
ex-striker Bob Taylor, John Wile, Alistair 


Robertson and Paul Raven were pallbearers 
at his funeral in May. 

The book will be unveiled at a meeting of 
the West Bromwich Albion Supporters’ 
Club at The Hawthorns tonight (Thursday). 

Former club chaplain and close friend 
Ken Hipkiss hinted his career was ‘the stuff 
legends and books are made of. 

Dave, from Hasbury, Halesowen, commit¬ 
ted three quarters of his life to print with 
writer David Instone before his death. It left 
Carol and daughters Alison and Clare to 
decide whether they should publish. 

“We thought it would be a lasting tribute 
to him if we could finish it,” said Carol. 

Daughter Alison, Mr Instone and Albion 
legend Ally Robertson will take questions 
and sign copies of the book at a meeting of 
West Bromwich Albion Supporters’ Club at 
8pm in the East Stand at The Hawthorns.

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Father hit by lorry as he fled hammer threat 



Sartaj Aziz 


A 26-YEAR-OLD father-of-two was killed 
when he ran into the path of a lorry while 
trying to escape a man armed with a 
hammer, a court heard. 

Garret Fitzpatrick pleaded guilty to the 
manslaughter of Sartaj Aziz, of Prescot 
Road, Stourbridge. He died when hit by 
the lorry outside the Formula 1 Hand Car 
Wash in Thorns Road, Quarry Bank, on 
August 20. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
the incident was not a racist attack. 

Fitzpatrick, 27, from Bank Street, 


Brierley Hill, admitted the unlawful 
killing on a basis that was not read out in 
full to the court. 

Hugh O’Brien Quinn, prosecuting, said: 
“It is accepted that the defendant had 
known Mr Aziz for over 12 months and 
that they were neither friends nor 
enemies. 

“The defendant had attended the car 
wash intending to have a fist fight. 

“He had a hammer when he ran from his 
vehicle to the vehicle in which Mr Aziz was 
seated. 


“He was reportedly ranting and raving 
‘get out of the car or I will kill you.’ 

“This was an attack borne out of some¬ 
thing that had happened earlier although 
there had not been a feud between them. 

“The defendant turned up intent upon 
violence. Mr Aziz saw the hammer, 
believed he was about to be assaulted with 
the hammer, and ran in to the road.” 

Fitzpatrick was remanded in custody for 
reports until December 18 when he is due 
to be sentenced after the case has been out¬ 
lined in full to the court. 


Boost for adoption as 
loving parents sought 


A SIX-FIGURE cash grant will be used to 
speed up a borough’s adoption system, fund 
new staff and help attract more adoptive 
parents. 

Dudley Council has been awarded £521,220 to help 
reduce the wait for adoptive parents. 

It comes as the council 
makes a plea for more people 
interested in adopting chil¬ 
dren to come forward. 

The council has been 
given the cash by the Gov¬ 
ernment, which wants to 
increase the number of 
adoptive parents that are 
recruited. 

Need 

The cash will help to fund 
three temporary full-time 
administration assistants. 

Cabinet member for 
human resources, legal and 
property, Gaye Partridge, 
said: “To help tackle the 
immediate need to find 
homes for children requiring 
adoption the Government 
has made available a one 
year adoption reform grant 
for 2013/14. 

“Additional administra¬ 
tive support to fieldworkers, 
will increase their capacity 
enabling them to reduce 
timescales.” 

As part of National Adop¬ 
tion Week, which ran last 
week, the council with Adop¬ 
tion in the Black Country 
embarked on a new search 
for more adoptive parents, 
specifically for brother and 
sister siblings and children 
with dual heritage back¬ 
grounds. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services and life¬ 
long learning for Dudley 
Council said: “We really 
need people who can offer a 
child or children a loving 
home and supportive family 
for life.”

Skatepark 
project is 
receiving 
funding 

A £150,000 skatepark 
planned for Stourbridge has 
moved a step closer after the 
scheme received a further 
£10,000 worth of funding. 

Unit3sixty owner Gavin 
Pardoe is to lodge a planning 
application for the BMX and 
skateboarding park with 
Dudley Council this week. 

The skatepark would be in 
a disused industrial unit 
Mill Race Lane and would be 
the biggest in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

Last week Mr Pardoe won 
£10,000 worth of funding 
from Dudley Council’s com¬ 
munity forums in Wollaston 
and Halesowen. It follows a 
£40,000 grant from Dudley 
Council. 

Unit3sixty, a not-for- 
profit venture set up 18 
months ago, has also agreed 
to borrow £75,000 from 
Charity Bank. Mr Pardoe 
also hopes to get another 
£75,000 from UnLtd, a 
support group for social 
entrepreneurs. 

He said: “I’ve been flab¬ 
bergasted by the amount of 
money we’ve been able to 
get - it just proves there is 
such a need and want for 
schemes like this in the 
Dudley borough.” 


Special bus deal for soldiers

EX-SOLDIERS and service personnel will 
be given free bus travel to help them find a 
job outside the Army. 

Bus company National Express West Mid¬ 
lands has also said it will let families travel 
for free to visit wounded soldiers at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

The scheme comes as the company 
pledged it would guarantee anyone leaving 
the armed forces an interview for a job, as 
well as 10 days extra holiday for any staff 
who are Army reservists. 

A ‘Welcome Home’ ticket will give ex- 
service personnel a month’s free bus travel 


time off from driving buses as a reservist 

to find work outside the forces, plus a family 
version for those relocating from postings. 

Dudley-based bus driver Dave McKee, 28, 
a reservist, returned this week from a tour 
of Afghanistan. Private McKee, from Stour¬ 
bridge Road, Halesowen, had been stationed 
at Camp Bastion with 159 Supply Regiment, 
the Royal Logistic Corps. 

He said: “Free travel will really help sol¬ 
diers when they are looking for work. The 
extra time off is also really great. 

“We already organise our training around 
our days off but this will be a massive help.” 


Justice 

system 

revamp 

delayed 

A PROPOSED shake-up of 
the court system will be 
delayed as justice chiefs 
need to run a second consul¬ 
tation following opposition 
from magistrates. 

Bosses at Her Majesty’s 
Courts and Tribunals 
Service are trying to find 
ways to cope with workloads 
in the face of ‘immense 
budgetary and resource 
pressures’. 

It is proposed to overhaul 
the Black Country Local 
Justice Area, affecting mag¬ 
istrates courts across the 
area.The preferred option 
had been for all criminal 
casework at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court to cease as it 
became a civil, family and 
tribunal centre instead. 

Youth 

It was also proposed for 
the magistrates court in 
Wolverhampton to do all 
trials and youth cases in the 
Black Country, and for 
Walsall and Sandwell to split 
the rest of the workload 
between them. That was one 
of three options put forward 
in a six-week consultation. 

That plan prompted a 
1,200-strong petition in 
opposition from campaign¬ 
ers led by Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin. 

That consultation has 
now closed and HMCTS has 
revealed it will review its 
proposals and consult again. 
Chiefs insist the cost of 
running a second consulta¬ 
tion will be ‘minimal’. 

It is anticipated there will 
be a delay in implementing 
any changes, which it was 
thought could come in as 
soon as January 1. 

A second consultation is 
expected to take between six 
and 12 weeks. 

Allegation 
over arrow 

A MAN accused of threaten¬ 
ing his then girlfriend’s 
father with a bow and arrow 
has been committed to 
crown court. 

Negib Hussain appeared 
before Sandwell Magistrates 
Court last Thursday. 

The 45-year-old, of 
Lawrence Lane, Cradley 
Heath, is accused of posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon 
and making threats to kill. 

Hussain will next appear 
before Wolverhampton 
Crown Court in February, 
when he is due to enter a 
plea.

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Man gets 
three year 
match ban 

A MAN who tried to run on 
to the pitch at Molineux 
during a Wolves game, and 
was found in possession of 
cocaine, have been banned 
from attending football 
matches for three years. 

Joshua Harvey, of Rowley 
Regis, jumped the barrier at 
the front of a stand when 
Leigh Griffiths put Wolves 
ahead in the Midlands derby 
against Coventry City at 
Molineux on October 19. 

Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates Court heard officers 
searched Harvey, of Powke 
Lane, Rowley Regis, after 
his arrest and discovered a 
small bag of cocaine. 

Taste 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The defen¬ 
dant claims he found a bag of 
white powder on the floor of 
a toilet and decided to stick 
his finger in and taste it. 
When he realised it was 
cocaine he made the decision 
to keep it.” 

Harvey, 28, claimed he 
was not a football fan and 
had only ever been to one 
game before in his life. 

Harvey told officers he 
had got ‘carried away’ when 
Wolves scored. He said 
because he was not used to 
attending matches he was 
not aware it was illegal to 
run on to the area next to the 
pitch. 

District Judge Mr 
Graham Wilkinson said: 
“Regarding the drug offence 
I cannot believe a man of 
your intelligence would be 
stupid enough to pick up a 
bag off the floor of a toilet 
and try its contents. 

“I also refuse to accept the 
fact you did not know it was 
illegal to run on to the area 
near the pitch.” 

Harvey pleaded guilty to 
possession of a controlled 
drug and unlawfully going 
on to an area adjacent to the 
playing area. 

He was banned from 
attending all regulated foot¬ 
ball matches for three years 
and ordered to pay a £300 
fine, £85 court costs and a 
£20 statutory surcharge.

Health team had to use pen and paper as computer crashed 


COMPUTERS at the NHS non-emergency 
helpline 111 broke down for a whole 
weekend, forcing call handlers to take sensi¬ 
tive notes with pen and paper. 

Staff have claimed the notes were disposed 
of in the bin, prompting fears that sensitive 
information may not have been handled 
properly during last month’s incident. 

However, NHS Direct bosses said they had 
investigated the concerns and records were 
disposed of properly. 

It comes as people are being urged to dial 
111 for advice and guidance to avoid the need 


to go to accident and emergency, with hospi¬ 
tals increasingly under pressure. But the 
service, which is meant to bring out-of-hours 
GP services together with other non-emer¬ 
gency care, has been beset by problems. 
Patients have reported serious concerns and 
delays. 

A whistleblower at NHS Direct at Water¬ 
front Business Park in Dudley, who asked 
not to be named, revealed the computer 
system crashed twice over the weekend of 
October 12 and 13. 

Anna Turner, for NHS Direct, said: “NHS 


Direct’s NHS 111 services experienced a 
system outage due to an issue outside of its 
control. Our priority in such circumstances 
is to ensure that patients remain safe and are 
able to access health services. 

Competent 

“As a result, our call centre staff were 
asked to use our agreed contingency process, 
which includes the use of paper copies. 

“The information is later transposed into 
the electronic system. 

“Full and comprehensive clinical assess¬ 


ments of patients symptoms continued to be 
undertaken. 

“We ensure that all staff working on our 
services are trained on induction and remain 
familiar and competent with working our 
contingency process, though some of our 
staff may have required some additional 
support to guide them.” 

She added: “The question about the dis¬ 
posal of records has been investigated inter¬ 
nally and we are able to confirm that all 
records were disposed of in accordance with 
data protection procedures.”

He added: “Those crises can be 
caused by a number of different 
things - from women leaving domestic 
violence refuges and moving into an 
unfurnished home, to people affected 


by family breakdown - and it is vital 
that there are community organisa¬ 
tions like Loaves ‘n’ Fishes.” 

Loaves ‘n’ Fishes has been running 
since 2005. 

CSY the national volunteering and 
learning charity, has asked MPs to talk 
about the voluntary work they do.

Get Inspired campaign, which enables 
people to find out about the range of 
volunteering opportunities available 
with organisations in their area. 


A SEX fiend who attacked a 60-year-old 
woman as she walked her dog in broad day¬ 
light has been jailed for four years. 

Marcus Basterfield pounced as his victim walked along a 
road just off one of the main routes through Halesowen at 
8am on a Saturday, a judge heard at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

The 22-year-old grabbed 


hold of her after following 
the woman for a short dis¬ 
tance. 

Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn, 
prosecuting, said: “She was 
walking her dog when she 
noticed that she was being 
followed by the defendant 
who said: ‘Excuse me’.” 

As she turned Basterfield 
made lewd remarks and 
indecently exposed himself 
before grabbing her round 
the waist, the court heard. 

Screaming 

The pair struggled and 
the woman managed to 
break free shouting: ‘Go 
away, leave me alone’.” 

The attacker apologised 
but then continued to follow 
her before striking again 
moments later. 

“He grabbed her once 
more and assaulted her 
again,” said Mr O’Brien 
Quinn. “She was screaming 
and this was heard by people 
living nearby, one of whom 
came out of his home and the 
defendant ran away.” 

The man who raised the 
alarm then helped two Com¬ 
munity Support Officers 
seek the attacker. 

Mr O’Brien Quinn said: 
“They drove round the area 
until they spotted the defen¬ 
dant who denied any 
involvement in the 
offence’.” 

Basterfield, who has a pre¬ 
vious conviction for assault, 
was picked out in an identity 
parade and linked to the 
crime through forensic 
checks that found the DNA 
of the victim on his hands. 

Miss Sarah Buckingham,

defending, said: “He has 
absolutely no recollection of 
what happened and what he 
did but he admitted respon¬ 
sibility when confronted by 
the scientific and other evi¬ 
dence. 

“His inability to offer an 
explanation may be the 
result of shame or perhaps 
the result of the alcohol and 
drugs he had consumed the 
night before. It was totally 
out of character. 

“If he genuinely cannot 
remember anything of the 
incident - and there is 
nothing to suggest that is 
not the case - then he has 
taken a courageous step by 
pleading guilty.” 

Basterfield from Offmoor 
Road, Halesowen, admitted 
indecent exposure and three 
offences of sexual assault. 
He was jailed and put on the 
Sex Offenders Register for 
life by Judge John Warner, 
who told him: “Your victim 
has shown considerable for¬ 
titude but has suffered 
lasting effects. This was a 
persistent attack in the 
street and a very serious 
offence.”

Woman froze to death 



Wartime memories for Nell, aged 105 


Ellen ‘Nell’ Brookes celebrates her 105th birthday with carers Mary Bustin and Leane Arnold at Camelot Rest Home 


ELLEN Brookes has lived through two 
world wars and left school for her first 
job aged just 14.. 

Surrounded by cards from friends 
and family as she celebrated herl05th 
birthday, the centenarian recalled the 
dark days of the Second World War as 
she reflected on tough times. 

Ellen’s memory remains razor sharp 
and she remembers blackouts, strict 
rations and bombing raids. 

“It wasn’t too good a time,” she said. 


“I remember we would have to shut the 
curtains and let the lights go off. A 
bomb was dropped on a house a lane up 
from where I lived. Then there was the 
rations.” 

Ellen, known as Nell, was born in 
Beet Street, Blackheath, and had nine 
brothers. 

She attended school in Blackheath 
before leaving at the age of 14 for her 
first job at TW Lench, Blackheath. 

She later worked alongside her 


husband David for his wood merchant 
company, in Duke Street in Rowley 
Regis. 

She also furnished caravans rented 
out in Rhyl, Weston-super-Mare and 
Barmouth. 

The couple married at Birmingham 
Road Chapel on October 15 in 1933. 

They lived in Yew Tree Lane in 
Blackheath and had three children, 
called Michael, Tony and Margaret. 


A CARE home where an elderly dementia suf¬ 
ferer was found frozen to death in the 
grounds has been ordered to pay more than 


£250,000. 

Hilda Fairweather, aged 91, 
walking out of the Abele 
View care home. She had not 
been reported as missing 
from the site until almost 12 
hours after she walked out of 
an insecure fire door in 
January 2009. 

The care home has now 
been fined £133,000 and told 
to pay costs of £122,412 
because of the catalogue of 
blunders, which meant vas¬ 
cular dementia sufferer Mrs 
Fairweather had been ‘com¬ 
pletely overlooked’. 

Stoke-on-Trent Crown 
Court heard last week that 
the home, in Iverley near 
Stourbridge, had two staff 
looking after 29 residents on 
the night she died. 

Risks 

Although the fire door was 
found ajar shortly after Mrs 
Fairweather disappeared, 
the court heard a head count 
was not done. The company 
that owns the home, Abele 
View Ltd, pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing to failing 
to ensure the safety of its 
residents and an insufficient 
risk assessment. 

Mrs Fairweather, origi¬ 
nally from Kidderminster, 
was last seen by staff at 
7.30pm on January 29,2009, 
and was found dead at 
7.45am the following day. 

Prosecutor Mr Bernard 
Thorogood said: “In the 
intervening time she should 
have been put to bed.” 

Mr Thorogood outlined 18 
instances of ‘accepted crimi- 


died from hypothermia after

nality’ on behalf of Abele 
View. As well as accepting its 
failures caused Mrs Fair- 
weather’s death, Abele View 
also acknowledges it had 
inadequate staffing levels, 
and that risks were created 
by poor supervision and 
management. 

Previous incidents in 
which residents were 
allowed to wander off, 
including a barefoot elderly 
man who plunged into a 
ditch, represented a series of 
wake-up calls for the home, 
the court was told. 

Mr Thorogood added: 
“The sad and deeply unat¬ 
tractive facts are that she 
had frozen to death outside 
the home on a freezing night 
in January when she should 
not have been able to get 
out.” 

Since the death, Mr 
Walker said alarmed exter¬ 
nal doors and other meas¬ 
ures had been brought in at 
Abele View.

HOSPITAL trusts serving 
Dudley ranked highly 
among patients attending 
their accident and emer¬ 
gency departments. 

Dudley Group of Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Foundation Trust, 
which manages Russells 
Halls Hospital, and Worces¬ 
tershire Acute scored well 
among the region’s best. 

The survey, called the 
Friends and Family Test, 
was complied by NHS 
England. Officials asked 
respondents whether they 
would recommend the acci¬ 
dent and emergency unit to 
friends and family. Dudley 
Group was given a score of 
59 with the maximum 
attainable being 100. 

Dudley Council’s health 
scrutiny committee, Coun¬ 
cillor Susan Ridney, said: “I 
think that it is very good 
news to hear that patients 
are satisfied with their treat¬ 
ment at the A&E depart¬ 
ment and it is good to know. ” 

Dudley Group chief execu¬ 
tive Paula Clarke said: “We 
are thrilled that our patients 
rate us higher than the 
national average, giving us a 
score of 59 for our accident 
and emergency services, and 
that this places us second 
highest in the Black 
Country. 

“We will continue to use 
this data along with our real 
time comments and surveys 
to help improve our serv¬ 
ices.” 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospital NHS Trust 
scored 51. 


Nearly 1,500 more are in 
arrears after bedroom tax 


MORE than £360,000 has been clocked up in 
rent arrears by residents affected by the con¬ 
troversial ‘bedroom tax’ in Dudley borough, 
council chiefs have revealed. 

The total number of tenants falling behind on their rent 
has increased by 17 per cent in a year. Latest figures show 


there were 9,601 tenants in 
arrears in the borough in 
September, compared with 
8,153 in the same month last 
year. It is at its highest level 
for five years, which council 
bosses say is due to the 
impact of welfare reforms 
such as the bedroom tax. 

Anyone in council or social 
rented housing faces a 14 per 
cent or 25 per cent cut in 
their housing benefit if they 
have one or more spare bed¬ 
rooms - meaning families 
potentially paying hundreds 
of pounds extra a year in 
rent unless they move to a 
smaller home. 

In September it was 
revealed £630,000 was owed 
by residents in Sandwell 
affected by the bedroom tax, 
while in Wolverhampton the 
bill stood at £55,000. 

Of those in arrears in 
Dudley, 1,869 had been 
affected by the bedroom tax, 
resulting in £361,051 being 
owed. But the council said 
666 of these tenants had 
already been in arrears 
before the welfare reforms 
were introduced in April. 

Meanwhile, 41 tenants 
were in arrears after having 
their housing benefit

capped, resulting in £10,833 
being owed. 

Director of adult, commu¬ 
nity and housing services, 
Andrea Pope-Smith, said in 
a report: “The income teams 
have seen a steady increase 
in the level of rent arrears 
outstanding. 

Downsized 

“Their current level is the 
highest it has been since 
2008/09. This is due to the 
impact of welfare reforms 
but also due to the increas¬ 
ing number of accounts 
falling into arrears. 

“The total arrears figure 
at September 30 for accounts 
subject to the benefit cap and 
the removal of the spare 
room subsidy was £371,884. 
This amount includes 
accounts where there were 
arrears present before the 
welfare reform changes were 
implemented.” 

A total of 2,704 house¬ 
holds have been affected by 
the bedroom tax. The 
council says additional 
support has been provided 
for tenants including extra 
home visits and debt advice.

Stretching for more than one mile 
from the Bullring to the ICC in Cente¬ 
nary Square, there will be a total of 
190 stalls, including a craft market.

No action 
on town's 
toilet plea 
petition 

ACTION to improve a 
town’s public toilets will be 
delayed again, despite a peti¬ 
tion being submitted to 
Sandwell Council nearly two 
years ago. 

Blackheath trader and 
former councillor Mary 
Docker submitted the 247- 
signatures to Sandwell 
Council in December 2011, 
and said that apart from an 
acknowledgement of receipt 
she has heard nothing since. 

The petition calls on the 
council to improve the public 
toilets in the town centre, on 
Henderson Way. 

Review 

But that petition is still 
being investigated by offi¬ 
cers, 23 months on. Council 
officials were due to review 
progress by officers in 
response to petitions at a 
meeting yesterday (Thurs¬ 
day). 

Papers for the meeting 
said that no proposals had 
yet been made to address the 
campaigners’ calls. 

The report said: “This 
matter is being investigated 
by officers and will be 
reported back to the cabinet 
member at a future 
meeting.”

Crisis-hit families 
need food banks

More people are turning to the 
service just to survive. MARK 
ANDREWS spoke to the volun¬ 
teers who run this vital lifeline 


THE shelves are stacked high 
with tins and food packets. 
Pallets are filled with jars of 
jam, marmalade and tinned 
fruit. 

But this warehouse is not at the back of 
a supermarket, and its customers will not 
be asked to pay for their food. 

The Well, on a business park on the 
outskirts of Wolverhampton, is one of a 
growing number of food banks which 
have sprung up in the West Midlands 
during the last 10 years. 

Founder member Gary Price, who runs 
the service with his wife Caroline, 
believes continued economic pressures 
will only mean more and more people will 
be turning to their services in years to 
come. 

Affluent 

“During the first year, we fed 67 
people,” says Gary, who set up the service 
in 2006. “This year it will be around 
11,000.” It is not just people from the 
usual deprived neighbourhoods, either. 

“That was the case to begin with, but 
these days we find that more and more 
we’re delivering to the more affluent 
areas, places like Tettenhall Wood, 
Codsall and Wombourne. 

“It can happen to anybody. You have 
two people who lose their jobs at the same 
time,” says the 48-year-old. 

“You might have a wife who is bringing 
up the children, and then the husband 
leaves her and she hasn’t got anything to 
live on. Most people have enough money 
to last them two weeks before they get 
themselves into problems.” 

Gary and Caroline became involved 
with The Well after a visiting speaker 
came to King’s Church, Wolverhampton, 
and told them about a similar service 


running in Birmingham.We believed 
there was a need in society, and the 
church could help fill that” 

It is a similar story over at the Black 
Country Food Bank, Dudley formed in 
2006 by Wendy Fryatt. 

In seven years, it has grown from 
being on a table in her kitchen into a 
network of 15 distribution centres cov¬ 
ering the whole of the borough of 
Dudley, much of Sandwell and Walsall, 
and also some areas of Wolverhampton. 
As well as distributing food, the Black 
Country Food Bank also provides cloth¬ 
ing to people in need. 

“Last year we fed 12,000 people. By 
August this year, we had already fed 
14,000,” she says. 

“I was coming out of church one day 
and the idea just came to me,” she said. 
“It began with just me and one other 


lady, we started from my kitchen, and 
later moved into part of an office at the 
church in Stourbridge. 

“At the moment we are based at a 
3,500 sq ft building in Halesowen, but 
shortly we will be moving to new prem¬ 
ises in Brierley Hill.” 

As in Wolverhampton, she finds food 
shortages can happen in some of the 
most unlikely of places. 

“When we started the food bank in 
Stourbridge, people were saying ‘we 
can’t possibly need a food bank here’. 

“But we have found people who are 
struggling in places like Hagley and 
Kinver. The assumption is that every¬ 
thing is okay in these areas, but no-one 
knows what is going on behind the cur¬ 
tains. One of the silliest cases was a 
dentist, a professional who had lost his 
job because he became ill. While he was 


fighting for unfair dismissal he needed 
feeding, and he had nothing left to live 
off. 

“People think it’s those on benefits, 
but usually it’s when the benefits aren’t 
there that there are real problems.” 

Not everybody receives help. Both The 
Well and Black Country Food Bank work 
on a referral basis, where aid is only 
given to people who have been assessed 
by outside agencies, and vouchers issued 
saying they are in genuine need. 

The Well, which is unlike most food 
banks in that it’s a single, independent 
organisation, is also unusual because it 
provides a delivery service. 

Gary’s team of around 60 volunteers 
distribute food parcels of basic essentials 
for each household, typically containing 
food worth between £30 and £35. There 
are also limits on the number of parcels 
any household can receive in a specific 
period.

“We are there to help people in the 
event of a crisis, what we do not want is 
people becoming dependent on us, 
without anything being done to tackle 
the underlying problems,” he says. 

Both charities work with various agen¬ 
cies, including Citizen’s Advice, 
churches and social services. 

Wendy recalls on one occasion being 
approached by a midwife who was con¬ 
cerned about a young couple whose baby 
she had just delivered. 

“They were ‘sofa surfing’, sleeping on 
somebody’s sofa because they didn’t 
have a permanent address,” she says. 

“The baby was just two weeks old, and 
was sleeping in a car seat. We did a collec¬ 
tion for baby stuff, provided a crib, and 
made a contribution towards the house¬ 
hold where they were staying. ” 

Wendy is under no illusions that there 
will always be people around who will try 
to exploit the goodwill of the volunteers 
and donors to food banks, but believes 
that by and large the agencies do a good 
job in separating those in genuine need 
from those who are simply on the take.

History of 
women’s 
glass role 


MY TIME OVER 
FIFTIES 


THE October meeting began 
with a talk from Kate Round 
about the role of women in 
the glass industry. Kate’s 
research traces woman’s 
role up to the modern day. 

Looking at the Stour¬ 
bridge glass industry one of 
the first women Kate found 
in her research was Sara 
Worrall, who married 
Michael Grazebrook II. Sara 
ran Audnam Glassworks 
after his death in 1766. 

In the Dudley archives are 
papers relating to Catherine 
Littlewood who was 
employed to decorate the 
blanks that she had to buy 
first, earning £6 per quarter. 

By 1885 J. Northwood had 
an etching shop in Barnett 
Lane, employing 50 to 60 
women, who were allowed to 
use Northwood’s etching 
machine and had a women 
supervisor. 

Also in the archives are 
papers relating to Phoebe 
Cartwright, who signed 
apprenticeship papers in 
August 1882, bound for five 
years unless she died or 
married, to work at a rate of 
seven shillings per week. 
She was a marker and deco¬ 
rator of glass, and also had to 
instruct other employees. 

In 1917 due to labour 
shortages, agreements were 
made with the unions to 
allow women into the glass 
factory, but if there were 
work shortages women were 
to be “reduced” first.

THERE is a sense of almost 
boyish excitement as Terry 
Price pores over the pictures 
in his new book. 

“I was really chuffed when I got that 
one,” he says, pointing to the interior 
shot of a bus. 

Terry just loves photographs of West 
Bromwich. It doesn’t matter whether 
they are from 1901 or 1994, to the 
retired television engineer every 
picture tells a story. 

His latest book, West Bromwich Rec¬ 
ollections, is his seventh such publica¬ 
tion, and the discovery of every picture 
brings with it fresh excitement. 

The interior of the bus was a real 
find, and is unique in that instead of 
the usual forward-facing seats, the top 
deck has a line of bucket-style arm¬ 
chairs facing sideways. 

“In 1930, around the time the 
picture was taken, the route from West 
Bromwich to Walsall would have been 
through open countryside, and the

seats were designed to allow passen¬ 
gers to look out of the windows and 
enjoy the view,” he says. 

The view would certainly have been 
very different from the scene today, 
but it is not hard to pity the poor con¬ 
ductor, who would have had the unen¬ 
viable task of clambering up the 
narrow gangway alongside the seats. 

Another interesting curio is the 
‘Threepenny Bit’ fish and chip shop in 
Parsonage Street, which takes its 
name not from the price of the chips - 
that would have been remarkable, 
even in 1967 - but from its curious geo¬ 
metric profile. Sadly, it was demol¬ 
ished around 13 years ago. 

Terry believes the 1923 photograph 
showing the inside of the world- 
famous Hudson’s soap works is the 
only one in existence - Robert Spear 
Hudson was the inventor of modern 
soap powder. 

Included are images of West Brom¬ 


wich Albion players signing their first 
professional contracts, as well as a 
magnificent beacon built to celebrate 
King George V’s Silver Jubilee in 1935. 

The area covered is broader than 
many publications, taking in places 
such as Great Bridge and Friar Park. 

For Terry, recording West Brom¬ 
wich’s past is very much a labour of 
love. He has never made a penny from 
any of his seven books, having donated 
all the proceeds to local charities. 

He ruminates over the changes of 
the past few decades. “They used to call 
West Bromwich High Street the 
Golden Mile, because there was that 
long stretch of shops. The shopkeepers 
would have lived nearby and their chil¬ 
dren would have gone to the local 
school.” Then he pauses for thought. 
“You do realise that we are the last gen¬ 
eration that will be able to remember 
the high street, don’t you?”

THE TRUST which runs Sandwell Hospital 
has identified key areas to improve quality 
and safety. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which also runs Rowley Regis and City Hospitals, has 
drawn up a list of areas it will focus on in the light of the 


Francis Report. 

And at a meeting 
members of the hospitals 
trust board reaffirmed its 
backing of the priority areas 
which were agreed earlier 
this year, as well as backing 
new ones they would look at. 

The Francis Report made 
290 recommendations for 
hospital trusts to abide by 
following the scandal at the 
Mid-Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

Following that, the Keogh 
Reviews were published in 
July and examined quality 
issues at 14 trusts that have 
had consistently high mor¬ 
tality rates and set eight 
ambitions for the NHS. 

A report which was dis¬ 
cussed by the trust board 
last week, said: “Several of 
these ambitions mirror 
declared SWBH priorities 
following the publication of 
the Francis Report.” 

In February the Trust

Board agreed six priority 
areas for improvement - 
culture, mortality, care of 
the frail and elderly, com¬ 
plaints, patient experience 
and nurse staffing. Since 
then, risk management and 
improved data quality and 
data analysis have also been 
added as priorities. 

Analysis by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
regulator found 44 trusts 
with the most serious level 
of concern, including higher 
than expected death rates 
across their hospitals. 

It placed trusts in six 
bands, with band one consid¬ 
ered high risk and band six 
the lowest. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Health Trust was placed in 
band four and trust bosses 
have said they are pleased 
with the ranking.

Work will start on the multi-level building in December 

WITH its crisp white walls and 
floors, twinned with glass fur¬ 
nishings, it could be the 
setting of a futuristic sci-fi 
film.

Jonathan Westhoff, the West Brom’s 
chief executive, said: “Thomas Vale is 
renowned for its ability to combine 
inspirational design, quality construc¬ 
tion and project management experi¬ 
ence of the highest order. After an 
extensive tender process, Thomas Vale 


emerged as our preferred candidate, 
reflecting their record and experi- 

Mr Westhoff added that Thomas 
Vale will work alongside the existing 
design team, which includes Capita 
and Associated Architects. 

The West Brom’s new head office 
will accommodate up to 700 staff pro¬ 
viding support for the building 
society’s network of 37 branches. 

It will also house an administration 
centre offering direct services for West 
Brom savings accounts, mortgages 
and investments. Mr Westhoff added: 
“With the announcement of the app¬ 
ointed construction company we are at 
a stage where people will soon see the 
development start to take shape.”

ONE minute it could be 
mincing meat or mixing a 
cake and the next doing 
the vacuum cleaning or 
even paint spraying. 

The incredible Piccolo multi¬ 
purpose machine, made by Ham- 
melmann Werke, may be nearly 90 
years old and more likely to be 
found in a German museum. 

But it is still in regular use in the 
Waite household in Halesowen. 
And now it has won a competition 
to find the oldest working electri¬ 
cal domestic appliance in the 
Black Country. 

The gadget was given, still in its 
original wrappings, to Ivor Waite 
and his wife, Mary, in the 1960s by 
his aunt, Cicely Phipps, when she 
cleared out items from her London 
flat after the death of her husband, 
who bought and sold goods. 

Reliable 

“It does everything,” said Mrs 
Waite, now aged 61, of Iverley 
Road, Halesowen. 

“It’s a coffee grinder, a mincer, a 
food processor, a vacuum cleaner, 
paint sprayer - you name it, it can 
do it. 

“The attachments all plug into 
one machine. 

“Our son, David, still uses it to 
vacuum his car and I use the meat 
mincer and the coffee grinder. 

“Although it dated from the 
1920s, it had never been used 
when we were given it and it’s 
never broken down.” 

Chapmans Electrical, in 
Cradley Heath, launched the 
quest to dig out old household 
gadgets to celebrate a £100,000 
investment at its showroom in 
Reddal Hill Road. 

The Waite family is now being 
offered a prize of a modern-day 
appliance of their choice, which 
Mrs Waite said was likely to be a 
music centre. 


“It’s surprising what people 
have still got in good working 
order,” said managing director 
Robert Chapman, who is now dis¬ 
playing some of the competition 
entries in his new high-tech show¬ 
room. 

Among them is a bright chrome 
toaster, given to Stan and Norma 
Rose, of Roundhills Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, as a wedding present 59 
years ago - and they still some¬ 
times use it as they warm up to cel¬ 
ebrate their diamond anniversary. 

The Morphy Richards toaster 
was a gift from Jim Priest, son of 
the owner of T R Priest’s electrical 
shop in Blackheath, where Stan, 
now aged 89, used to work. 

And Norma, who celebrated her 
84th birthday yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day), said: “It’s still like brand 
new. 

“We have had other toasters 
since but we still use this one now 
and again. 

“They made things to last in 
those days.” 

Also on display in the new show¬ 
room is a 1930s Electrolux 
vacuum cleaner entered by nine- 
year-old Harry Burrows, of Lapal, 
Halesowen, who collects sweepers. 

A £25 voucher given to him as a 
runner-up in the competition has 
now been spent - on an order for a 
brand new Miele vacuum cleaner 
to add to his collection. 

Other ageing electrical gems on 
show include a 1950s sun lamp 
belonging to John Chapman - no 
relation to the company - aged 70, 
of Spies Lane, Halesowen. 

Meanwhile, Ken Young, aged 74, 
of Marquis Drive, Halesowen, sub¬ 
mitted a transistor radio which 
was given to him by company 
founder Ewart Chapman as a 
Christmas present when he 
worked there from the age of 15.

Hairdresser stole 
cash from purses 
of two pensioners 


A MOBILE hairdresser who stole 
cash from the purses of two 
elderly customers was caught 
when a suspicious relative 
installed CCTV in one of their 
homes. 

Louise Hemmings’ victims were a 84- 
year-old woman with dementia from Hurst 
Green in Halesowen and a 92-year-old with 
hearing problems from Harborne. 

Hemmings, aged 39, of Shenley Fields 
Road in Selly Oak, had even earmarked the 
vulnerable customers on her client list. 

She was finally stopped when a suspicious 
son of the 84-year-old victim set up cameras 
and caught Hemmings stealing cash from 
his mother’s purse as they went upstairs in 
September. 

Hemmings initially denied theft but, after 
being shown the footage, admitted stealing a 
total of £75 over three visits to the Hale¬ 
sowen victim and pocketing £20 from her 
Harborne client. 

At Dudley Magistrates’ Court, Hem¬ 
mings, who pleaded guilty to four counts of 
theft, was given a 26-week jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. 

She was also ordered to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work in the community and 
to pay compensation to her victims. 


Pc Joanne Poultney said: “Hemmings is 
clearly a threat to vulnerable adults. In 
interview she admitted targeting these 
ladies due to their age and fading mental 
capacity. 

“These were very cruel thefts and, though 
the amount of money stolen was relatively 
small, she came very close to being jailed.” 

The police officer praised the thinking of 
the Halesowen victim’s son in installing 
CCTV to catch Hemmings in the act. 

Dementia 

She said: “His mother suffers from 
dementia-related memory issues so he has 
power of attorney over her finances. 

“He always made sure she had enough 
cash in her purse for shopping trips and gro¬ 
ceries. 

“However, he noticed notes left in her 
purse were vanishing without explanation. 
He installed a camera in the hallway and 
didn’t have to wait long before it showed 
Hemmings slyly reach into his mother’s bag 
as they walked upstairs to wash the victim’s 
hair. 

“Minutes later the camera showed them 
both walk back past the bag where she’d 
return the purse minus the cash.” 

Anyone else who believes they were tar¬ 
geted by Hemmings should call police on 
101 .

DESIGNS for colourful 
murals honouring two 
giants of the literary 
world have been 
unveiled. 

Artist Steve Field has 
begun work on the tributes 
to Halesowen’s famous 
sons - poet William Shen¬ 
stone and author Francis 
Brett Young. 

The murals will be 
painted in the town’s 
Cornbow Hall next year - a 
significant year for both of 
the writers. 

Dudley borough artist Mr 
Field has drawn two differ¬ 
ent sketches which show 
both men in a setting relat¬ 
ing to their well-known 
work. 

Shenstone also designed 
The Leasowes park in Hale¬ 
sowen, while Brett Young set 
much of his writing in local 
areas such as Halesowen, 


Dudley, Birmingham and 
Worcestershire. 

Mr Field has now started 
more detailed research and 
design work after complet¬ 
ing the preliminary 
sketches, for the two-part 
mural for the main activity 
room at the hall, earlier this 
year. 

Concepts 

He has created two pre¬ 
liminary concepts for the 
mural, which will be dis¬ 
cussed with local history 
groups. 

The designs show por¬ 
traits of the men within 
giant books with a backdrop 
of the house at Leasowes as 
it was when Shenstone lived 
there. His house has been 
replaced by a golf clubhouse. 

The ruins of Halesowen 
Abbey feature for the 
picture of Brett Young, who 


referred to the town as 
Halesby in his novels. 

Mr Field said he would 
welcome relevant research 
material from local histori¬ 
ans to help with the project. 

The mural will be 
unveiled next year as June 
29, 2014 will mark the 130th 
anniversary of the birth of 
Brett Young, and November 
18, 2014, is the 300th 
anniversary of Shenstone’s 
birth. 

It is estimated that £6,000 
will be spent on each mural 
including materials and 
installation. 

Dudley Council’s culture 
chief Councillor Tracy Wood 
said: “I am pleased to see 
work to honour two greats of 
Halesowen’s history is well 
under way and we look 
forward to seeing work on 
the painted murals starting 
next year.”

Frantic farce as classic 
gets a Brummie twist

Tartuffe, The Rep, 
Birmingham 

BRUMMIE actor Mark 
Williams comes home to star 
in this rollicking, up-dated 
version of Moliere’s 17th 
Century comedy. 

He actually doesn’t appear until half 
way through the first act but it is to the 
credit of an excellent ensemble cast 
that the audience does not get impa¬ 
tient for the Harry Potter and Father 
Brown actor. 

Williams plays the crumpled rogue 
Tartuffe, who has inveigled his way 
into a wealthy household by persuad¬ 


ing the master of the house Orgon that 
he is a pious Christian whilst actually 
lusting after Orgon’s wife Elmire, who 
then devises a plan to expose his 
hypocrisy. 

In the capable hands of director 
Roxana Silbert, this is turned into a 
topical fast-paced farce with lots of 
ribald humour, slapstick violence and 
local references from Lee Longlands to 
Wolverhampton. 

Panic 

On a set best described as ‘Solihull 
baroque’, Paul Hunter gives a master¬ 
class in frenetic physical comedy when 
the blinkered Orgon realises he has 
been duped - his panic is a sight to 
behold. 


There are also fine performances 
from Ayesha Antoine, an absolute fire¬ 
cracker as mouthy maid Dorine; Janice 
Connolly ruling the roost as a barking 
mad grandmother; and Sian Brooke as 
the exasperated Elmire. 

But the calm centre of all this frantic 
foolery is Williams, who doesn’t waste 
a single gesture as the cunning fraud¬ 
ster. 

His comic performance is spot on 
and, like his victims, the audience ends 
up charmed by the scruffy scoundrel. 

If you enjoyed One Man Two 
Guvnors, you will love this. 

Tartuffe continues at The Rep until 
Saturday, November 16.

Time to heed Duty’s call - or 
return to Gotham with Batman 


THE BAT is back but he’s not particularly 
better In Batman Arkham Origins (16), third 
part of the Arkham series that has helped 
reinvent the Dark Knight for gamers. 

WB Montreal has taken over from London-based Rock¬ 
steady as the game developer and has done a steady reliable 
job on the franchise rather than bringing any radical new 
aspects to the Batman saga. 

This is a prequel to Arkham Asylum with a five-years- 
younger Batman having to face down the world’s most 
deadly assassins after crime boss Black Mask puts a bounty 
on the head of the caped crusader. To complicate matters, 
Gotham has been hit by a big winter snow storm and the 
local police department are once again proving to be rather 
unhelpful to the vigilante superhero. And another supervil- 
lain, The Riddler under his previous guise of Enigma, is pro¬ 
viding additional challenges. 

Gadgets 

But Batman’s handy array of gadgets mean there is a 
solution to every problem as our hero glides around Gotham 
using his cape and sometimes firing his Batclaw for a boost 
or his Batarang to take out enemies or open doors. New 
gizmos include a very handy Remote Claw for creating a zip 
wire between two fixed points, or to send enemies crashing 
into each other, and Shock Gloves to pack his punch with 
high voltage. Whilst most of the criminal goons are no 
match for our hero, Batman does have some increasingly 
gruelling encounters with such new villains as the hulking 
Enforcer. 

Batman achieves victory with a mix of stealth and vio¬ 
lence and there is more emphasis here on his detective 
skills. As well as the X-ray-like vision that enables our hero 
to check out a room of assailants in advance and make a plan 
of action, there is a new ability here via the Batcomputer to 
review the scene of crime to explore various scenarios and 
hunt for clues. 

And when it comes to trading blows, the balletic Freeflow 
combat system is still staggeringly good. 

In multiplayer mode, there are opportunities to play as 
Batman or Robin or as one of The Joker or Bane’s gang. 

Overall, WB Montreal seem to have taken the ‘if it ain’t 
broke why fix it’ approach which explains why this game is 
good rather than great. 

The return of Batman was soon overshadowed by the 
arrival of Call of Duty Ghosts (16), which got dedicated 
gamers queuing up to get their hands on the biggest game 
of the year 

It certainly lives up to its hefty price tag with an all-action 
romp that switches from Los Angeles experiencing 
armageddon to a zero gravity battle on a space station 
within the first ten minutes.

On Duty yet again as the Ghosts take on The Federation 


The new installment is set in the near future where a 
united South America, called the Federation, launches a 
sneak attack on the USA by hi-jacking city-blasting space 
weapon Odin. Then we fast-forward a few years to a post¬ 
apocalypse vision of America where the remaining US 
troops are involved in a guerilla war against the Federation. 

It’s a far-fetched but absorbing story, initially more char¬ 
acter driven then previous CoDs. It looks fantastic and will 
easily absorb gamers for a whole day, at the least. 

New to multiplayer is the chance to forge your own highly 
customised cohort of troopers. You could hone your super¬ 
trooper for months or just dive into the gun-blazing action. 
Either way, you get plenty of bang for your buck.

Bugg breaks into a 
smile at sing-along 


Jake Bugg, 02 Academy, 
Birmingham 

SERIOUS young 
singer-songwriter 
Jake Bugg let his 
pokerface slip twice 
during the third of his 
sell-out Birmingham 
dates, revealing that 
rarest of sights - a 
Jake Bugg smile. 

The 19-year-old from Not¬ 
tingham seemed surprised 
by the response of the Birm¬ 
ingham crowd, who sang 
along with every song from 
his chart-topping self-titled 
debut album like they were 
20-year-old classics. 

But then the talented 
teenager - who upset ID fans 
by criticising their manufac¬ 
tured pop icons - does write 
(and co-writes) guitar-driven 
songs with an authentic her¬ 
itage feel. Songs such as 
Lightning Bolt (the final 
encore of his 70-minute set) 
could have come from the 
1950s skiffle era. 


Whilst other teens have 
been watching The X-Factor, 
Bugg has been listening to 
old Neil Young, Donovan 
and blues records. But the 
lyrics often tackle the gritty 
business of growing up in 
broken Britain, as on Two 
Fingers and Trouble Town. 

Energy 

Songs from his soon-to-be- 
released second album 
Shangri La, recorded in 
Malibu with Metallica and 
Johnny Cash producer Rick 
Rubin, show a heavier direc¬ 
tion with the Jake Bugg trio 
delivering an epic wall-of- 
sound. 

But Bugg has not aban¬ 
doned his acoustic style. 
Ballad A Song About Love, 
also from the new album, 
was passionately delivered 
whilst Slumville Sunrise has 
similar kinetic energy to 
Lightning Bolt. 

Support came from rootsy 
country duo HoneyHoney 
from Los Angles (nice but 
samey) and Bath band of 
brothers The Family Rain, a

Yes, it’s that time of year again 
when a handful of famous folk 
ditch their make-up, designer 
clobber and home comforts - and 
all in a bid to take the crown as king 
or queen of the jungle, an accolade 
clinched last year by actress Charlie 
Brooks. 

Back in 2002, the powers-that-be 
at ITV first discussed the seemingly 
absurd idea of taking a handful of 
headline-grabbing celebrities and 
throwing them in to the middle of a 
beastie-inhabited Australian jungle. 

“It’ll never work” cried a groaning 
public. 

But here we are, about to embark

Like a witchetty grub without a 
side helping of mayonnaise, it’d be 
criminal if Ant and Dec weren’t at 
the helm plumbing the depths of 
depravity, and so of course they’ll 
bringing us more rounds of gossip 
from the camp. 

The duo, who started out on 
children’s drama Byker Grove as PJ 
and Duncan, have risen through the 
ranks to become a telly 
phenomenon, and frankly prime¬ 
time ITV wouldn’t be the same 
without them, given that they’re at 
the helm of three of the channels 
biggest ratings scorers: I’m a 
Celebrity, Saturday Night Takeaway 
and of course Britain’s Got Talent. 


The boys have definitely earned 
the National Television Award for 
Best Entertainment Presenters, that 
they’ve now won 13 years running.

CHEVROLET’S little Trax is yet 
another fun and fashionable small 
crossovers model that also aims to 
be versatile, capable and practical 
too. 

It’s a likeable little slice of Americana in this 
growing segment, writes Andy Enright. 

All-purpose SUVs come in many shapes and 
sizes these days. Everything from large, sturdy 
rock-hoppers to, well, something like this, 
Chevrolet’s small SUV/crossover model, the 
Trax. 

The Trax, like its near-identical design sta- 
blemate the Vauxhall Mokka, offers a trendier 
and more affordable way for a small, fashion¬ 
able family to get a foothold in the growing soft 
roading market segment. 

All so-called ‘crossover’ models claim to do 
that, be they cars like Nissan’s Qashqai or 
Peugeot 3008 that are based on family hatch¬ 
backs. Or more compact models like Nissan’s 
Juke or Skoda’s Yeti, based on smaller super¬ 
minis. The Trax sits in the smaller of these two 
crossover categories but offers a bit more power 
and space than you’ll find in many of its direct 
rivals. 

It’s certainly a more interesting alternative 
to that Focus-sized family hatch you may have 
been considering. But does it really stack up as 
a realistic day-to-day family choice? Let’s find 
out. 

Options 

This Chevy isn’t quite as sharp and wieldy as 
a rival Nissan Juke, the steering’s a little vague 
for that. It also has a rather firm ride which 
robs it of the kind of ‘big SUV’ polish you get in, 
say, a comparable Skoda Yeti. 

Having said all that, what the Trax can offer 
is a decent compromise between these two 
extremes that I’d expect will adequately satisfy 
most potential buyers. 

There are three main engine options, the 
most affordable, as ever, being the least desir¬ 
able of the trio, the 2WD-only 115PS petrol 1.6- 
litre variant. Abetter bet for petrol people is the 
140PS 1.4-litre turbo which is more efficient, 
quicker, has a better 6-speed manual gearbox 
and is offered with a four wheel drive option. 
Diesel buyers get two or four wheel drive mated 
with a 130PS 1.7 VCDi unit. 

The AWD system is one of those fully adap¬ 
tive set-ups that reacts to the surface you’re 


driving over. So there are no knobs and levers: 
just a set of sensors that constantly monitor 
things like your steering angle, the wheel 
speeds, the throttle pedal position and the 
engine revs. 

Based on all this data, the electronic torque 
transfer device that controls the whole set-up 
will always know when extra traction is 
required, at which point it will automatically 
and seamlessly send up to 50 per cent of the 
engine’s torque from the front to the rear axle. 

The Trax is a confident-looking thing with a 
front end dual port grille that instantly marks 
it out as a Chevrolet, complete with trademark 
centre-positioned bow tie badge. Take a seat 
inside and there’s a slightly curious combined 
LCD and analogue instrument display but a 
cleanly styled centre console dominated by a 
multi-function MyLink infotainment screen. 
This enables you to link in your phone and 
download videos and various apps. 

In the back, there’s more space than you’d 
perhaps expect from something based on a car 
from the Fiesta class, especially when it comes 
to headroom. The rear seat row also incorpo¬ 
rates a 230V three-pin mains power supply, 
ideal for game-minded kids. As for luggage 
space, well, there’s no high boot lip to negotiate 
and beyond it lies 356-litres of carriage room. 
Push forward the split-folding rear bench and 


the Trax really is spacious, offering a total 
capacity of 785-litres or 1,370-litres if you load 
above the windowline. There’s 1.5m of loadbay 
length and if that isn’t enough, then the front 
passenger seat can fold flat and enable objects 
of nearly 2.3m long to be carried. In other 
words, this car is a lot more versatile than it 
might look. 

Pricing lies mainly in the £16,000 to £21,000 
bracket. Within that, there’s a £750 premium 
for petrol buyers who want to make the jump 
from the entry-level 115PS 1.6 to a compara¬ 
bly-trimmed version of the pokier and more 
efficient 140PS 1.4T. 

Alarm 

The sole diesel variant, the 130PS 1.7 VCDi, 
starts at around the £19,000 mark, which if 
you’re interested is around £700 more than a 
comparable petrol 1.4T. Both the diesel and the 
top petrol variant get the option of AWD for a 
further £1,500 and buyers of the front-driven 
diesel can also specify a 6-speed automatic 
gearbox for a £1,000 premium. 

Even the base LS variant comes with 16-inch 
alloy wheels, auto headlamps, daytime running 
lights, front foglamps, privacy glass, roof rails, 
power front windows, reverse parking sensors, 
a Thatcham Category 1 alarm, air conditioning, 
cruise control, a trip computer, Bluetooth 


phone compatibility, steering wheel controls 
for a decent quality 6-speaker CD stereo with 
MP3, USB and Aux-in compatibility and Hill 
Start Assist to stop you from drifting back¬ 
wards on uphill junctions. 

Most of the range though is built around the 
much plusher LT spec, recognisable by its 
larger 18-inch alloy wheels, skid plates and 
special door sills. The key interior addition is 
Chevrolet’s innovative MyLink Connected 
Radio system with its 7-inch colour touch¬ 
screen display and Siri speech recognition. 

As far as cost of ownership is concerned, it 
would be fair to call this Trax class competi¬ 
tive’. As you’d expect these days, a start/stop 
system is fitted across the range (though only 
on manual gearbox models) to cut the engine 
when you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or 
waiting at the lights. As a result, even the oldest 
engine in the line-up, the 115PS 1.6-litre petrol 
unit, returns 43.4mpg on the combined cycle 
and 153g/km of C02. As for the 140PS 1.4-litre 
petrol turbo Trax model, well despite the extra 
power and weight on offer, the figures are actu¬ 
ally a bit better, even if you specify your car 
with AWD. 

In that form, the car returns 44.1mpg on the 
combined cycle and 149g/km of C02. Get the 
1.4T model with front wheel drive and the 
respective figures improve to 47.1mpg and 


139g/km. Stacking up even better of course is 
the Trax in 1.7-litre VCDi 130PS diesel form. 
This manages 62.7mpg on the combined cycle 
and 120g/km of C02 or 57.6mpg and 129g/km 
in AWD form. Bear in mind though, that speci¬ 
fying a 2WD diesel Trax with automatic trans¬ 
mission will exact a heavy penalty, hitting your 
fuel and C02 figures by around 15 per cent. 

This car won’t take you through the 
Serengeti but it’ll bring slightly more of a sense 
of adventure to the school run and makes an 
appealing second car family choice. Of course 
you could say the same of most contenders in 
this segment, full of rivals with obvious virtues. 

Better 

But this Chevrolet has a few notable selling 
points of its own, with a decent set of engines, 
clever infotainment technology and an appear¬ 
ance that’s pure, concentrated American SUV 

There are downsides of course, but they’re 
not game-changing ones. It could be better to 
drive but it’s good enough in this respect for 
most in its target market. 

It could be slightly cheaper to buy but Chevy 
dealers should be able to help you on that one. 
Which leaves us with what? A model with an 
appeal that builds as your interest in it grows. 
And the latest staging post in Chevrolet’s SUV 
history, a car very much of its time.

No surprises in sight for used 
car market at end of this year 


REDUCED VALUES and increased supply 
have set the scene for a used car market “soft 
landing” toward the end of the year, accord¬ 
ing to CAP Automotive. 

The market seems to be repeating the pattern seen last 
year, when the market slowed more gently than in the past, 
with no sign of any shocks on the horizon, CAP experts 
believe. 

Black Book Live, the award-winning real-time car valua¬ 
tion trending tool published by CAP Automotive, identifies 
cars over four-and-a-half years old as one of the main areas 
of increased supply. This is fuelling complaints among 
dealers that high mileages and poor condition are an 
increasing problem in the search for quality retail stock. 

But even values of older, lower quality cars are not sliding 
steeply, thanks to on-going retail demand, which leaves 
dealers with little choice other than to keep stocking fore¬ 
courts. 

Closing 

Derren Martin, Senior Editor of Black Book Live - which 
monitors market price movements daily - said: “The 
window of consumer demand is slowly closing as we move 
through the final quarter, so dealers who are in the market 
for stock are exercising more caution around bidding prices 
at auction. 

“We have therefore seen conversion rates at auction slip 
from over 80 per cent at this point in September to around 
the 65 per cent mark a month later. 

“This reflects the increasing volumes of cars and, in par¬ 
ticular, cars that would not be everyone’s first choice to pur¬ 
chase for stock. Part of this increase comes from September 
retail part-exchanges that were not attractive enough to 
franchise dealers to put on their own forecourts. These are 
now washing through the market, along with ex-rental 
vehicles and ex-demonstrators. 

“Because retail demand remains good for the time of year, 
dealers are therefore reluctantly buying these cars and 
absorbing the cost of reconditioning them. Retailers still 
need to fill their forecourts, so buying those older cars has 
become a reluctant necessity.” 

Derren Martin is also quick to reassure the market that 
the temporary increase in volume shows no sign of becom¬ 
ing a serious problem of oversupply that could depress 
values significantly. 

He said: “There are over two million fewer used cars in 
the marketplace than before the recession, so there is no 
imminent threat of a return to the days of severe oversup- 

piy- 

“We are also seeing early signs of dealers across all seg¬ 
ments building stock levels for January, as they tend to turn

a blind eye to used vehicle stock turn at this time of year. 
Demand is traditionally high amongst consumers post- 
Christmas and some switched on sellers will be starting 
their January sale from Boxing Day. 

“The days of clearing the decks for the year-end accounts 
are certainly over for many. 

“With a soft landing predicted for quarter quarter, this 
also makes any dramatic increases in values less likely as we 
enter the New Year. 

“In short, the market remains fairly robust and we 
foresee no unpleasant shocks in the short to medium term.”
